fragment thereof and wherein the antibody can inhibit binding between an integrin 
recognizing the amino acid sequence SWYGLR ( nucl e otid e s amino acids 4-10 of SEQ ID 
NO: 1) and os e opontin osteopontin or a peptide fragment thereof.

Claim 26 (Previously Presented): The method according to claim 24, wherein the 
osteopontin or peptide fragment thereof is an N-terminal fragment of osteopontin.

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Claim 40 (Currently Amended): The method according to claim 24, wherein the 
hepatitis is viral hepatitis or drug-induced hepatitis h apatitis .
